A Plan  of  Readjustment  of  the  Company’s  indebtedness  approved  by  the 
United  States  Court  on  July  17,  1909,  and  also  at  a meeting  of  stockholders  of  the 
Company  held  August  10,  1909,  was  put  into  operation  at  12:01  A.  M.  August  20, 
1909,  at  which  time  the  Receiver,  who  had  been  in  charge  since  December  4,  1905, 
turned  over  to  the  Company  its  property  and  business.

Of  the  $9,500,000.  authorized  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  floating  debt,  etc., 
and  for  working  capital,  all  have  been  disposed  of  or  used  pursuant  to  the  Plan  of 
Readjustment,  and  as  provided  for  in  the  mortgage.  The  principal  obligations 
of  the  Company  retired  by  the  use  of  these  bonds  are  listed  in  the  tables  shown  on 
Pages  7. 

Of  the  $5,000,000.  authorized  and  issued  for  construction  and  improvement 
purposes,  $700,000.00  have  been  pledged  for  a temporary  loan  to  meet  payments 
due  on  account  of  construction  of  new  ore  dock  and  other  improvements  in  progress. 
On  June  30th,  1910,  $4,300,000.00  of  these  bonds  are  still  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
Company  and  will  be  used  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  Company  to  proceed 
with  the  construction  program  outlined  for  the  calendar  year  of  1910.

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ROADWAY  AND  TRACK. 

Thirteen  miles  of  new  side  tracks,  (including  Rossford  Yard)  have  been  con- 
structed during  the  year,  for  industries,  yards,  etc.;  .64  mile  has  been  taken  up 
making  a net  increase  in  side  track  mileage  of  12.36  miles. 

There  have  been  used  on  main  and  side  tracks  320,500  cross  ties. 

STEEL  RAIL. 

11,500  tons  of  85  pounds  rail,  was  purchased,  of  which  9,900  tons  was  received 
prior  to  June  30th,  1910.  Rail  was  laid  as  follows: —

The  main  line  between  Cincinnati  and  Toledo,  is  now  laid  with  85-pound  rail 
for  the  entire  distance,  excepting  fifteen  miles  (being  five  miles  between  Piqua 
Crossing  and  Kirkwood  and  ten  miles  between  Cairo  and  Ottawa)  which  is  laid 
with  75-pound  rail  and  Weber  Joints. 

The  Indianapolis  Division  now  has  27  miles  of  85-pound  rail  laid  on  heavy 
grades  and  curves. 


BUILDINGS. 

A new  passenger  and  freight  depot  was  built  at  Griffin,  Ind.,  replacing  one 
destroyed  by  fire. 

At  Moorefield,  Ind.,  the  paint  shop  was  converted  into  an  engine  house,  with 
capacity  for  four  engines. 

At  Decatur,  111.,  a new  cinder  was  constructed. 

At  Connersville,  Ind,,  the  installation  of  two  12 -inch  water  columns  was  com- 
pleted. 

At  Moorefield,  work  of  putting  in  a new  50-foot  track  scale  of  150  tons  capacity 
was  commenced  and  a 10-inch  water  column  installed. 
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BRIDGES  AND  CULVERTS. 

Bridges  and  culverts  on  the  entire  line  have  been  well  maintained. 

A small  bridge,  No.  24  near  Middletown,  was  replaced  by  a new  steel  girder 
bridge,  23  feet  long. 

On  the  Springfield  Division,  seven  pile  trestles  were  replaced  by  concrete 
arches  and  cast  iron  pipe  and  filled. 

A number  of  bridges  o n the  Toledo  Division  are  being  replaced  by  new  bridges 
for  “E  60”  loading,  at  a very  large  expense,  estimated  at  $500,000.00. 

The  work  consists  of  the  following: — 

Bridge  No.  1 over  Mill  Creek,  Cincinnati,  at  present  a Warren  Truss,  152  feet 
in  length,  is  being  replaced  with  three  spans  of  deck  girders.  The  work  involves 
the  building  of  two  concrete  piers  55  feet  in  height  in  Mill  Creek,  where  the  work 
can  only  be  carried  on  when  the  Ohio  River  is  at  low  stage.  This  bridge  will  be 
completed  in  November.  p!? 

Bridge  No.  16  over  the  Miami  River,  North  Hamilton,  replacing  three  spans  of 
through  truss,  two  spans  of  200  feet  each  and  one  of  140  feet,  single  track,  with  six 
^ans  of  100  feet  each  through  girders,  involving  the  building  of  new  masonry. 
The  new  bridge  will  be  for  double  track. 

Bridge  No.  30  over  Miami  River,  near  Carlisle,  replacing  three  spans  of  131 
feet  each  through  truss  with  five  spans  of  through  girders  and  utilizing  present 
masonry  and  putting  in  additional  piers. 

Bridge  No.  1,  D.  & M.  Division  over  the  Ohio  Canal  and  Street  in  Dayton,  O., 
replacing  three  through  girders,  total  length  129  feet,  with  new  spans  of  heavier 
design.  The  work  involves  reconstruction  of  the  masonry. 

Bridge  No,  2,  D.  & M.  Division,  Dayton,  O.,  over  the  Mad  River,  replacing 
four  through  girders  73  feet  long  and  one  deck  girder  24  feet  long  with  new  bridge 
of  the  heavier  design. 

Bridge  No.  3,  D.  & M.  Division,  Dayton,  O.,  over  the  Miami  River,  North 
Dayton.  Present  bridge  five  through  girders  77  feet,  6 inches  long  to  be  replaced 
by  new  girders  of  heavier  design. 

Bridge  No.  38,  D.  & M.  Division,  Sidney,  O.,  replacing  a single  track  steel  via- 
duct 150  feet  long  with  double  track  deck  girders,  84  feet  long,  on  new  abutments. 

Bridge  No.  53,  over  Blanchard  River,  Ottawa,  replacing  a single  track  through 
truss  bridge  and  girder  approach  with  three  80-foot  double  track  through  girders  and 
one  36-foot  deck  girder  on  new  foundations  making  use  of  present  masonry  where 
possible. 

On  June  30th,  all  of  the  steel  work  has  been  contracted  except  Bridge  No.  30  at 
Carlisle  and  Bridge  No.  3,  D.  & M.  Division  North  Dayton.  The  work  is  well  under 
way  and  should  be  completed  during  the  coming  winter.  When  this  has  been  done 
the  bridges  on  the  Toledo  Division  will  be  in  most  excellent  condition  for  the 
heaviest  power. 

INTERLOCKING  AND  SIGNALS. 

32.2  miles  of  automatic  block  signals  were  erected  as  follows: — 

Cincinnati  Junction,  O.,  to  Southside,  O.,  double  track  3.4  miles;  from  Wyoming, 
O.,  to  Glendale,  O.,  double  track,  3.2  miles;  from  Miamisburg,  O.,  to  South  Dayton, 
O.,  single  track,  8 miles;  from  North  Dayton,  O.,  to  Tippecanoe  City,  O.,  single  track 
11  miles. 

This  work  was  nearly  completed  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  and  the  signals 
were  placed  in  operation  in  July,  1910. 

The  usual  repair  work  on  interlocking  plants  and  signals  was  carried  on  during 
the  year.  All  lenses  in  interlocking  plants  and  train  order  signals  were  changed  to 
standard  colors,  yellow  for  caution,  green  for  clear  and  red  for  danger. 

New  electric  crossing  gates  were  installed  at  Mad  Anthony,  Knowlton  and 
Fergus  Streets,  Cincinnati  and  new  electric  crossing  alarm  bells  installed  at  Powers 
Street,  Cincinnati,  O.,  and  highway  crossing  north  of  Troy,  Ohio. 
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CONSTRUCTION. 

Real  Estate: 

One  hundred  and  ten  acres  of  land  was  purchased  at  North  Dayton  at  a cost 
of  $105,000.00,  as  the  location  for  the  proposed  new  shops,  and  options  taken  on 
additional  land  for  proposed  new  yard. 

City  property  was  purchased  at  Dayton,  O.,  amounting  to  $50,000.00  for  new 
freight  houses. 

Dock  property  on  the  Maumee  River  at  Toledo,  O.,  was  purchased  in  connection 
with  the  new  dock  work,  involving  an  expenditure  of  about  $45,000.00. 

Additional  right  of  way  was  purchased  for  the  Sidney  Grade  Revision. 

Dayton,  0. 

At  Dayton,  O.,  new  freight  houses  and  tracks  are  being  built  at  an  estimated 
expenditm-e  of  $164,000.00  (Including  the  $50,000.00  mentioned  under  “real  estate”, 
for  land). 

By  June  30th,  1910  the  work  was  well  under  way  and  will  be  completed  by 
October,  1910. 

Sidney,  0. — Revision  of  Line  and  Reduction  of  Grades: 

In  April,  1910,  the  work  of  reconstruction  and  double  tracking  the  line  between 
Kirkwood,  O.,  and  Swanders,-  O.,  (Toledo  Division)  distance  of  10^  miles,  was 
commenced,  reducing  the  grade  from  .8%  to  .3%  and  reducing  the  curvatures  by 
thirty  degrees.  When  completed  the  maximum  grade  on  the  main  line  of  the 
Toledo  Division  will  be  .45%  and  engine  ratings  will  be  increased  over  this  District 
40%. 

On  account  of  unusually  heavy  rain  in  the  month  of  May,  the  work  was  held 
back  but  by  June  30th  good  progress  had  been  made  and  the  work  should  be  finished 
early  in  1911. 

Included  in  this  work  is  the  building  of  a concrete  bridge,  consisting  of  three 
arches  of  70  feet  each  and  a 20-foot  roadway,  over  the  Miami  River. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  improvement  is  $661,000.00. 

Rossford,  0. 

The  work  of  construction  of  gravity  yard,  16  stall  round  house,  cinder  pits, 
coaling  pits,  oil  house,  water  supply,  etc.,  is  well  under  way  and  on  June  30th,  1910, 
nine  miles  of  track  were  completed  and  in  use  in  the  yard  operation.  The  yard, 
when  completed,  will  have  a capacity  of  3,000  cars.  Estimated  expenditures  for 
this  work  $350,000.00. 

The  building  of  new  ore  docks  was  authorized  at  a cost  of  $1,075,000.00  con- 
sisting of  two  15  ton  Hulett  Rapid  Unloaders,  rated  at  500  ton  capacity  per  hour 
each;  a ten  ton  bridge  over  storage,  485  feet  in  length,  all  erected  on  concrete  foun- 
dation on  piles.  The  dock  will  have  a storage  capacity  of  500,000  tons  of  ore.  The 
contractors  for  the  building  of  the  dock  are  making  good  progress  and  were  prac- 
tically up  to  the  schedule  on  June  30th.  The  contractors  for  the  steel  work  have 
been  delayed  on  account  of  material,  and  progress  has  not  been  satisfactory.  The 
entire  plant  will  be  completed  this  winter. 

The  new  dock  and  terminal  facilities  at  Toledo,  O.,  will  greatly  facilitate  the 
rapid  unloading  and  loading  of  coal  and  ore  and  enable  the  Company  to  increase 
the  traffic  handled  at  this  place,  at  a reduced  cost. 

EQUIPMENT. 

During  the  year  contracts  were  made  for  the  purchase  of  twenty  consolidated 
locomotives,  five  Pacific  Type  passenger  locomotives,  five  hundred  steel  under- 
frame 80,000  pounds  capacity  box  cars  and  five  hundred  automobile  cars  of  the 
same  type,  construction  and  capacity;  also  fifteen  hundred  100,000  pounds  capacity 
steel  coal  cars;  of  this  equipment  prior  to  June  30,  1910  the  following  were  received: 
20  Consolidated  Locomotives. 

5 Pacific  Type  Passenger  Locomotives. 

500  Box  Cars. 

500  Automobile  Cars. 

756  Coal  Cars. 
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EQUIPMENT — Continued. 

At  Lima  there  were  12  new  standard  Cabooses  built,  numbered  120  to  131 
inclusive. 

Lima  coach  shop  converted  two  60  ft.  Mail  Cars  into  combination  Mail  and 
Baggage  Cars.  The  work  of  rebuilding  two  Parlor  Cars  “E”  and  “F”  into 
Dining  Cars  numbers  1 and  2,  is  practically  completed. 

There  were  105  Box,  56  Gondola,  19  Flat,  2 Stock  and  6 Cabooses,  total 
188  cars,  destroyed  by  accident  and  fire  on  this  and  Foreign  Lines  during  the 
year. 

There  were  851  Box,  1241  Gondolas,  79  Flat,  54  Stock  and  4 Rack,  total 
2229  cars  condemned  and  taken  out  of  service,  account  light  capacity,  age  and 
condition.

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The  Operating  Revenues  of  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  & Dayton  Railway 
Company  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1910,  were  $9,446,524.21,  an  increase  over  the 
preceding  year  of  19.62  per  cent  or  $1,549,476.34. 

Of  the  gain  in  Operating  Revenues,  $1,266,928.83  was  from  freight  traffic  which 
contributed  an  increase  of  2,219,375  tons  and  an  increase  of  313,403,473  tons  car- 
ried one  mile. 

The  average  rate  per  ton  per  mile  was  .529  cents  as  compared  with  .569  cents 
in  1909,  a decrease  of  7 per  cent. 

The  most  important  gain  in  freight  traffic  was  from  bituminous  coal  which 
furnished  over  half  of  the  increase  or  1,303,861  tons  out  of  a total  increase  of 
2,219,375. 

The  other  principal  commodities  showing  large  increases  were  as  follows: 
Corn,  79,464  tons;  Oats,  31,015  tons;  Ores,  53,267  tons;  Stone,  Sand  and  other  like 
articles,  101,068  tons;  Lumber,  Lath  and  Shingles,  164,760  tons;  Manufacturers, 
257,642  tons;  Merchandise,  73,973  tons. 

The  statement  of  commodities  carried.  Page  27  shows  the  above  and  other 
fluctuations  in  the  commodities  handled  during  the  year. 

The  Passenger  Revenue  shows  an  increase  of  6.27  per  cent  or  $99,270.72  as 
compared  with  last  year,  with  an  average  rate  per  passenger  mile  of  .01506  as  against 
.01525  in  1909.  The  number  of  passengers  carried  increased  73,474  while  the 
number  of  passengers  carried  one  mile  increased  7,897,002. 

The  mail  revenue  was  $181,750.62  while  for  1909  it  was  $181,299.72. 

The  express  revenue  for  the  year  was  $233,310.27,  an  increase  of  34.39  per  cent 
or  $59,706.78. 

The  expenses  of  operation  show  increases  aggregating  $1,085,702.85  of  which 
amount  $394,997.30  was  in  Maintenance  of  Way  and  Structures;  $164,776.60  in 
Maintenance  of  Equipment;  $26,650.09  in  Traffic  Expenses;  $455,232.17  in  Trans- 
portation Expenses  and  $44,046.69  in  General  Expenses. 

There  was  a decrease  of  $537,850.05  in  interest  charges  for  the  year;  this  re- 
duction in  the  fixed  charges  of  the  Company  was  brought  about  through  the  Plan 
of  Readjustment  which  was  made  effective  during  the  year. 

The  Comparative  Income  Account  of  the  Company  as  shown  on  Page  16  shows 
a deficit  for  the  year  of  $720,263.21  as  compared  with  the  deficit  for  1909  of 
$1,691,921.78,  or  a decrease  of  $971,658.57. 

The  charges  to  Operating  Expenses  as  per  tabulated  statements  on  Pages  22 
and  23,  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  Classification  of  Expenses  adopted  by 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  which  provides  for  maintenance  and  operation 
only  and  does  not  permit  of  any  charge  that  is'  in  the  nature  of  an  addition  or  bet- 
terment to  the  property, -such  charges  being  provided  for  under  their  Classification 
of  Additions  and  Betterments  as  shown  on  Page  12  of  this  report.  The  General 
Balance  Sheet  on  Page  18  is  also  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Commission.
